Then in claim 2, Palasis et al. discloses several different types of tissue, where one 
type of tissue is eye tissue, see claim 2. Therefore, Palasis et al. teaches the method of inserting the device into the eye. With regards to 
Culper II, Culper II teaches inserting the device into the eye as well as angling the device with regards to an axis of insertion. The 
applicant is arguing that the cannula is angled with regards to the piercing member but this is not the language that is included in the 
claim. With regards to claim 60, the applicant argues that the device is inserted into the vitreous of the eye, but this limitation is not 
included in claim 60. . 
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
